capitalists w ill not risk their money in en ­ 
terprises, the practical control of w hich is 
intrusted by law to three men, w ho m ay 
place insurm ountable obstacles in the way 
of their profitable operation at any time, 
and th at there m ust be a radical modifica­ 
tion of the powers of the Commission be­ 
fore the railroad system of the State can be 
b uilt up. There seems to be little doubt 
that a strong effort will be m ade at the next 
session of the Georgia Legislature to make 
sncli changes in the railroad law as will 
remove its objectionable features.” 
And so it w ill be everywhere—there can 
be no such thing as regulation all on one 
side. The m an who lias no hesitation in 
declaring th at he is in favor of regulating 
railroads in the interests of this, th ft, or 
the other class, is sim ply dishonest. 
H e is 
not one whit better than the Judge who 
would so far forget him self as to declare— 
“ If the case of Sm ith vs. Brown comes 
before me, I shall be in favor of Sm ith.” 
To just regulation itself there can be no 
reasonable objection, but that ceases to be 
just regulation that disregards a single 
right of any party concerned, or th at pre­ 
vents the owner from enjoying the legiti­ 
m ate fruits of his property. 
W hen regula­ 
tion ignores the rights and interests of the 
tiling to be regulated, the act becomes one 
of brute force, the deed o f the strong arm, 
and converts the power and m achinery of 
justice into an engine of oppression and 
wrong.

A PITIABLE DELEGATION. 


W hat a jHtiable figure the California dele­ 
gation to the National Democratic Conven­ 
tion cut. Compare it and its lack of vig­

It w ent to Chicago to astonish the 
East, and was coolly ignored. 
Not a soli­ 
tary “ id e a '' it was charged w ith by the 
Stockton Convention of political cranks 
and hacks was reflected in the deliberations 
or the platform of the N ational Conven­ 
tion. 
It was sat down U[«on in the most 
hum iliating manner. It w ent out breathing 
vengeance upon Judge Field,w ho never had 
the opportunity to do, and hail done noth­ 
ing to win its enm ity, and yet at the last 
it voted for Governor Cleveland, who. hav­ 
ing the opportunity, declared, and rightly 
so, th at the great State of New York should 
not he com m itted to the sham e of violating 
its solemn contract with a railroad com­ 
pany. 
It voted for Governor Cleveland in 
the face of an eight-hour plank, who 
wrongly vetoed a bill intended to lessen the 
burdens of a cruelly tasked and ill-paid 
class of laborers, who, working sixteen and 
seventeen hours a day, and unable to help 
them selves, sought refuge 
where they 
should have found it, in the protection that 
the State as an act of hum anity should 
h ave atlorded, by a law declaring that the 
street railways o f New York should not 
compel their conductors and drivers to work 
for more than tw elve hours out of the 
twenty-four. 
The California delegation 
went pledged to T hurm an, but in its anx­ 
iety to be on a w inning side, no m atter 
which, it divided its vote, giving eight to 
Cleveland and eight to Thurm an, and when 
it found which way the cat was jum ping, 
it ignom iniously deserted the Oliiostates- 
man and gave sixteen votes to the guber­ 
natorial accident of the State of New York. 
It cut a sorry figure indeed; it was insin­ 
cere, was weak, comm anded not a particle 
of influence, and accomplished nothing. It 
should rem ain away from hom e until the 
thing has blown over. 


D uring the railroad craze inaugurated by 
the Stockton Democracy, and which floated 
to th e surface a whole regim ent of dem a­ 
gogues, and finally culm inated in an extra 
session of the Legislature, there was m uch 
reference to the Georgia railroads, the 
cheapness of fares and freights over those 
lines, and the splendid and efficacious curb

were paid, nor the declination of railroad 
business. 
It availed nothing w ith the de­ 
moniacal anti-m ilroadphobists to point out 
th at the conditions in Georgia and Califor­ 
n ia were totally dissim ilar, and that, all 
tilines duly considered, railroading in Cali­ 
fornia v. as better and more cheaply done. 
It now appears that the inevitable has 
bapi >oned, and a change of sentim ent about 
arbitrary railroad 
regulation is coming 
about. 
The dem and now is," says the 
C harleston (S. *'.) Xeve, “ for such am end­ 
m ent of the railroad law of that State as 
w ill modify the powers of the Railroad 
. Commission, and give the railroads a better 
chance to prosper than they now have. The 
Georgia Commission has the right to make 
and enforce rates that determ ine absolutely 
the earnings of the railroads. 
From its de­ 
cisions there is no appeal, and the vast in­ 
terest- of the great lines of tran.s]>ortatioii 
an d travel are at the mercy of three men. 
T h e Commission was established to pro­ 
tect the people and certain comm unities 
from alleged unjust discrim inations of the 
railroad cor|xirntions. 
But the law went 
too far. and the powers of the Commission 
are too arbitrary." The Macon Tclcgrajth 
am i Mrs/eager declares that the law under 
w hich the Railroad Commission exists not 
only perm its b u t" under its present execu­ 
tion enforces upon tbe owners of our rail­ 
road property the wrong and injustice of 
helplessness in the first place and of conli; - 
cation in the second. 
It involves control 
without responsibility, power without ac­ 
countability." 
O f course, whenever that is the rase 
there must he a declination of energy, a 
slackening of industry and a decay of in ­ 
terest, w ith a disposition to w ithdraw capi 
tal to m ore prom ising fields. 
It is not 
surprising, therefore, that Southern jo u r­ 
nals declare that the inactivity in rail­ 
road construction in Georgia is due to the 
a rb itra n ' control exercised by the State 
Com m ission. 
It is adm itted th at railroad- 
building in Georgia, as an enterprise and 
investm ent, ceased when the Commission 
was established. 
The Arte* say s: 
“ Short lines, or feeders, have 1«een built 
by subscriptions obtained from persons di­ 
rectly interested, and who are willing to 
sacrifice their investm ents for the outlet ob­ 
tained. Speculative lines have, in one or 
tw o instances, been bu ilt and placed in 
operation, and the railroads them selves 
have found it necessary to built! connecting 
link- in self-defense. 
But in all these en- 
ferpri-es outside capitalists have kept aloof. 
It is urged hv the leading newspapers in 
Georgia that there will lie no railw ay im- 
provemcnt in that State while the Commis­ 
sion exists in its present form ; that outside

“ W ell, if the Democrats areas well satis­ 
fied as we are, it is a happy fam ily all 
around,” was the reply. 
“ I th in k Cleve­ 
land is about the easiest m an for us to beat 
they could have put up.” 
“ How about H endricks as Vice-Presi­ 
dent ?"- 
“ H e strengthens the ticket sufficiently 
to carry Indiana. 
H e m akes the party 
stronger in Indiana than it could possibly 
have been w ithout h im ; but I don't think 
he can rarry it.”

other prom inent citizens. The Press says 
the signers are the m ost influential of the 
Pennsylvania Independents. Some of them 
were active supporters of the W olf revolt, 
and all were prom inent followers of John 
Stewart in 1882. T he address bases its 
claim for confidence on the past acts of the 
Independents, which, in 1881 and 1882, re­ 
ceived the support of 30,000 voters, 
it de­ 
clares that through the labors of the Inde­ 
pendents tiic unit rule was overthrown, 
direct representation established, and it had 
become possible to hold a National Con­ 
vention that was representative in the true 
sense. 
It cannot be gainsaid th at B laine is 
the choice of the masses of the dom inant 
party in the United States, and that the 
late C onvention, better than most of its 
predecessors, gave heed to the dem ands 
of its 
constituents. 
To 
opixisc 
his 
election would, then, seem to be an 
attack upon the results of independ­ 
ent work. 
Such opposition would not 
only he difficult to depend 
upon 
in 
theory, but would1 be most disastrous in its 
results, since it involves the proposition of 
surrendering the control of the country to 
the Democracy and to a party which has 
been on the wrong side of an im portant 
question settled in a most eventful period 
of American history, and which has to 
look hack to the tim e of Jackson for its 
achievements, and to the tim e of Jefferson 
for its virtues. Nor would such opposition 
he justified by the fact that charges are 
made against Blaine. 
It should not be for­ 
gotten that these charges have been m et by 
the State of Maine, which has since elected 
him to the Senate ; by Garfield, by whom 
lie was made Secretary of State, and by 
that great party which has chosen hint for 
the Presidency.

Indianapolis, July n th . 
To Hon. If'. E. Chandler—S ip. : I find in the 
newspnpers this m orning a letter to me from 
voursell, written

that I did you an injustice in my address to the 
people of this city, made the evening before. 
In that address I urged that “ we need to have

$63,000;

defense 
was 
that the embezzlement did not wholly occur 
under your administration ; that part of it was 
under your predecessor. It seems to have cov­ 
ered a [«eriod from June 21, 18S0. down to Janu­ 
ary 25, 1884. Does that help your case? You 
were at the head of the Department a year and 
nine mouths of that period—your predecessor 
about a year and ten months. He was in the 
office at the payment of the first false voucher, 
June 21. IssO, and up to April 17,1882, when you 
came iu, and vou continued theuee until the 
last false voucher was paid—January 25,1881. 
The period was almost equally divided between 
yourself and vour predecessor. How much of 
that 863,000 was paid out under yourself, and 
how much under your predecessor, your letter 
does not show. But. sir, upon the question that 
1 was discussing, does it make any difference 
who was Secretary when the false vouchers 
were paid ? 1 urge that cases like this, when 
frauds are concealed iu the vaults or books of 
the Department, the only remedy for the 
]>eople is by a change of control, so that 
the books and vouchers shall come under 
the exam ination of new und disinterested men. 
Do you think I am answered when you say I 
was mistaken in supposing that in tiiis case the 
frauds were all under your administration, 
when in fact part of them extended back into 
that of your predecessor ? Why, sir. that makes 
your ease worse, for the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery defalcation is lnrge. But the more 
serious tact is that it could find did extend 
through two administrations of the Depart­ 
ment, a period of nearly four years, without 
detection: but it becomes more serious,. 3 far us 


which I s[«oke was from a Washington dispatch,

If you Were correctly reported, that was the 
time for complaint und correction. You testi­ 
fied that the total of suspicious vouchers discov­ 
ered so far was about 863,000, and that the 
money fraudulently obtained was in some in­ 
stances divided between a watehmau in tlie 
Department, Carrigan, the Chief Clerk, fililí 
Kirkwood, in charge of the accounts. Now. 
you will notice, according to the Associated 
Press report of your testimony, that you received 
a letter last year, charging Carrigan, one oi the 
parties, witii drunkenness, and after that man 
came to you and told you that Kirkwood and 
Carrigan were engaged in frauds, did not that 
put you iqion notice and investigation?

W hat is your next ex­ 
cuse.' Worse, if possible, than all before. Yoc 
say a large number of Congressmen, including 
some gentlemen of great influence and position, 
recommended that the head of the Bureau, Dr. 
Wales, should be reappointed. The members 
of Congress knew nothing of the frauds; they 
had no op[«ortunity to know. It was within 
your reach and duty. They were probably his 
personal friends. You were hisoffieial superior. 
But, in fact, dill you reappoint him 
I under­ 
stand not. Perhaps the detective discovered 
the frauds too soon. But Dr. Wales was not one 
of the three guilty parties. He neither forged a 
voucher nor embezzled money. His responsi­ 
bility in the case is just tbe same as your own. 
He tins tlie official superior of the three rogues, 
as you were of himself, as well as them. Neither 
ho nor vourself exposed the frauds, or punished 
tlie parties. I have not thought of or considered 
this as a ease of politics. Addressing my nei"h- 
ls«rs, I said that this and like oases admonish 
them to demand civil service reform in the re­ 
moval of all from office who will not seek to 
promote it within the sphere of their oiiieial 
duty and autlioritv.

W as hi N i-ton, Ju ly 14tli.—Secretary Frc- 
linghuysen to-day instructed by cable the 
Consular officers at London. Liverpool. 
Marseilles, Havre. Bordeaux. Bremen and 
H am burg to at once appoint com petent 
physicians to inspect all vessels and pas­ 
sengers departing for the I nited States 
from the ports mentioned. The Consular 
officers referred to are instructed to refuse 
clean hills of health in all eases except 
upon the recom mendation of the Sanitary 
Inspector th at such kills he given. The 
Consuls are instructed to report by cable 
any case of infectious or contagious disease 
known to exist on board any vessel at the 
tim e of her departure for tlie United States. 
T his course is adopted in order that the 
health officer^ in our ports m ay have tim ely 
w arning of approaching danger, and be 
prepared to take such m easures,as shall 
prevent the scourge from gaining a foot­ 
hold in this country. 
It is probable that 
under the authority conferred bv the con­ 
tagious disease clause of the legislative bill 
medical exam iners will be appointed as 
attaches to the American Consulates at 
French ports infected with cholera, whose 
duty it will he to report periodically upon 
the progress of the disease.

D esperate Fight w ith a Mob—B ravery of 
a .Jailer am i His Fam ily. 
Owensboro (Ky.). July 14th.—Last even­ 
ing an arm ed mob attacked the county jail, 
killing the jailer, W. J. Lucas, breaking in 
the doors and taking R’chard May. a negro, 
out and hanging him to a tree in the Court­ 
house yard. 
Sixty or seventy men sur­ 
rounded the jail dem anding the prisoner, 
who had attempted to outrage the daughter 
of Sid. Kelly, a prom inent farmer living in 
the country’ a few days before. The jailer 
called to his wife to have his pistols in 
readiness, ami refused to open the doors of 
the jail. T he mob then began firing, and 
the tire was returned hv the jailer and his 
son Thom as, aged 14. They fired thirteen 
shots, the mob firing as m any as one h u n ­ 
dred. 
Jailer Lucas tired from a porch, 
and his son from the front windows. 
Two 
of 
tlie 
mob 
are 
reported 
as killed, eye-witnesses saving that they 
saw one man fall, shot by Tom Lucas, and 
th at he was placed on a horse and quickly 
carried off. 
After firing six shots from the 
porch, the jailer was shot, the ball enter­ 
ing his right side near the nipple. 
lie 
was carried to his room, still refusing to 
give up the keys. 
His wife took his pistol 
and tried to keep back the inob, but they 
crowded up stairs and forced her to give 
up the cell keys. The outer door was bat­ 
tered down by a sledge-ham mer. 
T hey 
then took May from his cell and hanged 
him to the only available lim b in the Court­ 
house yard. Jailer Lucas was given prom pt 
attention, but died at 7 o'clock this m orn­ 
ing.

action, 
The Melbourne Government will not ap­ 
point a delegate to Washington to the Con­ 
ference regarding a universal prime meri­ 
dian. it deeming the British representative 
sufficient. 
The Victoria Minister of Water Supply 
lias received an application from Hugh 
McColl, M. L. A., and Mr. Dods for about 
3,000,000 acres in the northwestern district, 
to be leased to tlie proposed Grand Victoria 
Canal, Irrigation and Motive l’ower Com­ 
pany. This is a large land grab. 
A number of forfeited stock ranges were 
recently sold in Queensland, the highest 
jiriee being £5 ($25) a square mile. 
A Maori self-protection society lias been 
formed under Molii Tawhai, with Sydney 
Taiwlmnga President. 
The society’s object 
is to prevent Maoris of New Zealand being 
done out of their lands. 
South Australia has passed through a 
ministerial crisis, a new government having 
licett formed.
